No More Saloons 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers announced from Chicago 
yesterday that a strike of 25,000 
engineers against 15 Western rail- 
roads has been called for next 
Monday, January 31. 


The brotherhood demands a sec- 
ond engineer for diesel locomotives. 
To which the Association of Wes- 
tern Railways replied: 


"We told them 'no', as extra 
engineers are not necessary to 
diescls. The firemen have no coal 
to shovel and no fire to watch and 
can assist the engineer. 


"Their purpose is to create a 
good, fat-paying job. The railroads 
have announced they will not arbi- 
trate 'make-work' 
programs." 


The engineers came back with. 
"Another engineer is needed to 


look after machinery in the back 
end 
(of multiple unit diesels), 
while the first engineer operates 
the controls. Safety is a factor in 
our demands." 


The cnginemen aren't going to 
like my comment, which is: They 
still haven't explained what the 
old-style steam-engine fireman is 
doing aboard a diesel. Either he 


• helps the engineer or he doesn't 
do anything. But if the union is 
going to require a brand new job 
— assistant 
engineer — then 
the 
question as to what the fireman 
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uoes is answered 
nothing. 


Hail wages have gone up. So 
have freight rates. The public is 
prepared to pay what is necessary. 
But it won't tolerate tne Dusmet,s 
of using new-type machines 
to 
create unnecessary jobs that rob 
us of the entire savings that might 
have been expected. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers has put itself in the 
intolerable position of demanding 
a three-man crew on an internal- 
combustion engine when it only 
required two men to run a coal- 
fired steam locomotive. 
At this rale, if the railroad men 
were running a bus each bus would 
carry a driver, a conductor and a 
brakeman. Yet a bus does nicely 
with only a driver. 


If I am laying tnc facts on the 
line hard and true you must re- 
member that on 'at least 
one 
other public question we side with 
the railroad unions. Like the broth- 
erhoods, we think passenger ser- 
vice ought to be -maintained on the 
'Frisco between Hope and Hugo, 
Okla.. But the unions aren't help- 
ing us. As a matter of fact they 
are, consciously or unconsciously, 
doing their level best to hurt the 
economic interests of every town 
and city outside the metropolitan 
areas — making unprofitable 
local 
lines lose still more money and 
inviting the roads to ask for cur- 
tailed schedules or even outright 
abandonment of the tracks. 


Floods Make 
County Roads 
Impassable 


Downpours totaling 2.41 inches 
literally flooded this section yes- 
terday and last night and rain 
continued falling at a steady pace 
throughout Tuesday morning. 
Streams are out of banks all over 
Hcmpstead County and are expect- 
ed to go higher with continued rain- 
fall. Practically every rural road 
in the county has water over sev- 
eral bridges and washouts along 
the route. Some already are impas- 
sable and others are expected to be 
closed by nightfall. 
It was reported that schools of 
Blevins and McCaskill are closed 
due to overflows and buses were 
unaole to run. Nashville basketball 
teams, scheduled to play here to- 
night, canceled the games as they 
were unable to get through. 


At 7 a.m. this morning the year's 
total rainfall was 7.61 inches with 
the biggest portion of this falling 
in the last few days, -the Experi- 
ment Station reported. Last Janu- 
ary there was only 5.10 inches of 
rain the entire month. Low tem- 
Eerature was 45 degrees with a 


igh of 68.

Little Rock, Jan. 25 — (fi>) — Ar- 
kansas' 
weather 
situation 
was 
worsened today by an ice storm in 
northern portions of 
the 
state. 


Most of the state is rain drenched 
—nnd worried about floods. 
Continued 
rain, which pushed 


swollen streams to higher levels, 
froze as it fell in the north 
sec- 


tions. The ice coating forced clos- 
ing of some highways and 
made 


driving hazardous on those which 
remained open. 


The U. S. weather bureau made 
an upward revision of its predic- 
tions on river levels as rain kept 
falling. Rainfall this morning was 
not 01 the Sunday-Monday 
down- 


pour proportions. The precipitation 
since Sunday has 
ranged 
from 
shghly more than one inch in south- 
west Arkansas to 9.09 inches 
at 
Mena in western Arkansas. 


All major rivers, as well as the 


smaller streams, are expected to 
go above flood stages if they have 
not already done so. 


Flood stage is the level at which 
water begins 
to 
overflow into 
lowlands, but does not necessarily 
mean the point of a major flood. 


While much lowland has been in- 
undated, there has as yet been no 
major flood.

Would Revise 
Retirement 
for Judges 


Little Rock, Jan. 24 — Wj—A bill 


to revise retirement procedures for 
circuit and chancery judges was 
introduced in the Arkansas senate 
this afternoon. 


Sen. F. C. Crow, Hope, author 


of the measure, said it would per- 
mit such a judge to retire on halC 
•his salary ot the end of 20 years 
service on the bench regardless of 
his age. 


At present, judges may 
retire 


after 20 years provided they have 
renorieri ^5 years of age. 


The bill includes a provision that 
should a judge not elect to retire 
»\ the end of 20 years and is de- 
feated for reelection, he shall not 
be entitled to receive 
retirement 


payments. A judge beaten in a bid 
for reelection could draw 
retire- 
ment pay. however, 
if 
he 
had 
served 24 years.
